: Queen's College, Hongkong, 
16th January, 1895. 
Hon, J. H, Stewart Lockhart, 
Acting Colonial Secretary, 
Sir,—I bave the honour to forward the Annual 
Repo't on Queen's College for the year 1894, ° 
tr, The total number on the College Roll for 
the year was 1048, The Plague, which mercifully 
spared thollves of our masters and scholars, has, 
however, played rothifes havoc with fully half the 
statlsties In the Table fallowlag. ; 
vai Jollow!a 
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difficult to ascertain with precision, how many 
of our boys succumbed to this disense, Eight 
deaths have been reported as due to thls couse, 
Early in June two of our boys Ilving In quite 
different parts of the town suddenly-died of 
plague, So Manch iw w-s ts school on Saturday, 
the and, and reported dead and buted on 
Monday the 4th; on the same Monday Leang . 
Sht-chak was removed to hospital, and reported 
dead on the following day. At a conacquence, 
280 boys Jelt In the course af lhe week, and 120 
more before the clo calthe month, Wihrore 
exceptions, the boys observed the usual tu.cmall- 
ttes, bringing thele parents or puardians to 
apply for leave. On the sqth July, there 
wore 48 boys for the 20 -claas-rooms: intend 
of 832 as In May. His Excellency the .Go- 
vernor, under the cicumatances, permitted the 
‘vacation to hegin.a fountght carlfer than usual, 
On re-opening on the 3rd Septembe:, 557 boys 
returned and by the end of the month,’ this 
number had risen:to 624, not counting a7 boys 
newly admitted. I attribute this satisfactory 
return of go lage a number of boys.to the 
Governor's kind consid-ration, {n remitiing, 
on account of the plague, the arrears 
of fees due from boys who were absent 
in tha’ months cf June, and July; for 
there can be no doubt thst atherwis: a cunsider- 
able number would have stayed away on recctnt 
of inabilfty to pay such large lump sums as 
$12, $8, &c. As it ls, 245 names were missing 
between May and September, as against 109 
lavt_ year, or an extra loss of 125 boys in the 
summer of 1894. :

THE CHOSANS, - 
aig 
A TRIP IN THE “ REDPOLY,” 


The Chinese Admiral and hls Fises, 


For the Interesting Informatton conveyed In 
the following article we (Shanghat Mercury) are 
indebted to Mr, Albert Linton, of Shanghal, who 
made atripin the British gunboat Redpole to 
the Chasans through the courtesy of the Com. 
mander, The following particulars were kindly 
supplted to our representative, who discovered 
Mr, Linton busily engaged in bis studlo com. 
pleting several pictures which he had made on 


. bis trip and which will be forwarded to a London 


{llustrated paper, to be served up at the break. 
fast table and’ enlighten those who sit in dark. 
ness concerning the Far East. My. Linton 
thought of working in two or three battle scenes, 
as he was’ nearer the {font than many of the 
“specials, but the distance .was rather too far 
for him to secure the necessary detalls. 

“We left Shanghsi in.the Redpole,” sald Mr. 
Linton, meditatively mixing a little yellow ochre 
for the fannel of the Cenfurton, and recalling the 
‘pleatures of that felicitous event, “on Saturday, 
29'h December, the Reafole, actlog ‘humboat ! 


| —I beg pardon, I mean taking stores to the fieet, 


The deck of the cunboat presented @ curlous 
sight, the whole cf the deck being covered with 
bread, Ifthe rain had only descended the boat 
would have been « pasteboat, not a gunboat, {A 
amile—from the ‘ boy ) The Redpole anchcred 
for the nipht at Gatziaff, not wanting to get to 
the Chusans at night, Next ‘morning she con- 
Mnwed her voyage aod arrived’ at the Chusans 
about three ta the afternoon, This was a very 
nice trip, the views from the Vessel across the 
Chusan Islands belng very preity, Almost 
soddenly, as we turned the Peak, the British 
Fleet was brought to our view, anda magonlfi- 
cent sight it presented, The mojeatic vessels 
were riding quietly ‘at another, the sea” being 
calm, while the island scenery formed a beaatifal 
backgronnd. The first vessel we saw was the 
black Edgar standing grimly out of the water, 
acd near her lay the Canturton, this vessel 
maklog the others appear dwasfish beside her, 
The other men-of.war, were the Spartan, 
Undaunted, Leander, Severn, 
Caroline. , : 

“It was a curious sight to seo the cutters and’ 
boats of the various ships pulling alongside the 
Redfole lor provisions, the men pulling with « 
will, realising that i¢ was thelr daily bread they

thelr way through the mob.. Tinghal was found 
lo possess fcw attractions, but the party rell- 
gioualy made thelr way to the joss-house first, 
which was found not to be so enter'alning as 
wes thought, They next elimb.d « stiff hill, 
‘after much exertion, and were rewarded for thelr 
trouble with a really fine view of the various 
islands, F ; 

“ However, all things come toan end, and at 
four o'clock, the officers having returned, the 
Redfole steamed off to return to the Flect, 
Commander May was ordered to be ready next 
day to return to Tloghal ta bring the Taotai and 
the Chinese Admiral, who had decided to return 
the visit and see the Fleet, 

“Os Toesday morning at seven o'clock the 
Redfble steamed off tor Tinghal, to return with 
the Chinese officials, Tinghal was reached an 
hour anda. halfjater; but when the Redfole 
anchored, Tinghal was apparently asleep, for 
there were no signs of life. The Redfole pave 
three shricks with her whistle—(this whistle {s 
especiatly appreciated at Shanghal by residents 
‘Uving near the water-side). The whistle aroused 
the Taotal and Admiral and thelr retainers. The 
forts commenced to open fire about an hour later 
—with blank cartridges, however,—by way of a 
sslute for the departure of the Taotal and 
Admiral, These dignitaries were seen comin 
off with a gaard of soldiers In three dilapldat 
sampans. As there were no other vessels to be 
seen, It may be conjectured that the Admiral's 
function was to supervise the cruising of these 
sampane and to guard against thelr capture by 
hostile fleets, : 

Tho Taotal and Admiral came on board with 
about fifteen soldiers, whose sinart appearance 
mado some of the ‘Jacki’ turn pale with envy. 
One of the soldiers was armed with an ambrella 
avd snother with a Manchester rag. The Taotal 
and Admiral were attired in very handsome long 
for cloaks, which made them appear dignified, 
although a plece of siicking plaster on the left 
cheek of the Taotal somewhat detracted his 
Impressiveness, 
moustache. The Admiral isa small man with 
a long thin black beard. There was also a 
French priest with them, who was very nice, He 
acted as Interpreter and he bad lived among the 
Chinese there for elpht years, I might mention 
that when we were on the hill we noticed the 
small cemetery tn which the Eoplsh and French 
tailors had been interred, thelr graves [n some 
cases belng marked with rude crosses, and 
upright stones, 

“The Redpole then put off, the forts saluting 
until they were out of sight. They wasted tons 
of powder.” “ How much?” sald our representa- 
tive. “ Tons," replied Mr, Linton with emphasis, 
“The Taotal and Admiral ‘were shown rourid 
the Redpols by Mr. Maltlgan and were then 
entertained by the Commander, At last the 
Fleet hove In sight, and the Chinese were no 
doubt {mpressed with the sight, bot as with 
all Chinese they’ did not exhibit any 
fecllog. The gunbort anchored between 
the Centurion and Edgar, The senior 
captain came on hoard and returned: to the 
Centurion, taking the visitors with him. On 
reachlog the deck of the flagshtp the vistors. 
were recelved. with a guard of honour of tho 
Royal Marine Light Infantry, and the Band 


‘played a salute, The visitors afterwards quitted 


the Centurton and proceeded to the Edgar 
where they tunched. Attwoo’clock the Taotat 
and Admiral boarded the Réedfole for thelr return 
journey. As the gunboat left, the Centurion fired 
asalute. Tinghai was safely reached and the viei- 
dors landed, three guns helng fired by the Redpalé 
as they left, This salute the forts returned. 
The Redpole returoed to the Fleet and remained 
there ntl! Admiral Fremantle arrived on 
Thursday morning {n the AS/acrity, The Zolus 
also arrived then, At 1.30 the Fleet left the 
Chusana together to proceed to Chefoo, the 
Redpole and Caroline proceeding to Shanghat, 

“ T may say that while at the Chusans the men 
managed to hit apon a good deal of enjoyment. 
They went In for paper-chasing, shooting, etc., 
and there were three bands with the Fleet to | 
enliven things, As far as I was concerned, 
I hed a very enjoyable trip, and nothing 
could surpass: the courtesy and cordiality 
of the officers. The ' difficulty was to 
persuade them that my nature was such as 
would: not permit me to swallow the unlimited 
namber of cocktalls that wero forced apon me 
from all quarters ard at all hours.” “ It was a 
most enjoyable time,” sald Mr. Linton resaming 
bis painting of the Centurion on canvass, as our 
representative left. . 
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The stores were soon transferred, however, the |. 


Redfolabaving evidently been expected. Pethape 
the anxiety for our arrival was the greater when 
it Is known that sho brought to the Fleet 
$50,000 in cash to pay the men. ; 
“The Redpole baving been satisfactorily 
cleared and being agaln fit for service, recelved 
instructions from the senior officer of the Fleet, 
the Captetn of the Edgar--the Admiral belong at 
Shanghal—that she would have to visit Tioghal 
on the morrow, Monday, to take himself and 
two other officers to call on the Taotal there, 
"The Redpols accordingly lelt next day. This 
was a most enjoyable trip, through the various 
islands to Tioghal.
